SUMMARY 


Mogilev  Petroleum  Storage  Area  is  lo- 
cated in  the  north  section  of  Mogilev  (53-55N 
030- 21 E),  northeast  of  the  Mogilev  railroad 
station,  yards  and  shops  (Figure  1).  The  instal- 
lation is  served  by  a rail  spur  from  the  rail  yard. 
Urban  streets  provide  access  to  the  area. 

Mogilev  Ordnance  Depot  [ZZ „ZZis 

located  1.5  kilometers  (km)  southeast.  The  in- 


stallation covers  approximately  15  acres  and 
contains  five  POL  tanks  and  12  small  support 
buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  area  is  covered  by  five  KEYHOLE 
missions  between  April  1962  and  February 
1964.  Comparative  analysis  revealed  the  same 
general  level  of  usage  with  no  significant 
changes. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

A rail  spur  from  the  Mogilev  railroad 
station,  yards  and  shops  serves  the  area. 

Road  Service 

Urban  streets  provide  access  to  the  area. 


POL  Storage  Area 

Area  G,  fenced,  contains  five  POL  storage 
tanks  approximately  40  feet  in  diameter  and 
12  small  support  buildings. 
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
